Method of controlling a wind turbine whereby the pitch of 
the blades is adjusted depending on the turbine load and on 
the wind speed calculated depending on the degree of 
deflection of the blades.

Windmill with devices for achieving its control, comprising 
a pitch adjusting device and a feedback of the pitch angle 
to a pitch controller; the controller gets also inputs from 
a rotor sensor and a turbine blades deflection sensor. 
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
